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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 3, 4-1 1 and 17-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 1 1 . 
(Independent claim 13 was not elected. However, claim 13 will be examined since 
dependent claims 14-16 were elected.) 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The IDS was not considered. To have the IDS considered, examiner invites 
applicants to re-submit the original IDS and 1449 in response to this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 6 and 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bond et al. (U.S. 5,308,358). Bond discloses a surgical instrument 10 
comprising a hollow coil-less tubular member 62, a handle 20 and 30, an end effector 
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having hinged jaws 420 and 422, and a threaded attachment portion 404 that 
releasably attaches the end effector 420 and 422. The threads of the outer wall 
attachment portion 404 comprise the protrusion of claim 4. The device further 
comprises a jaw support member 68, which is attached to the hinged jaws 420 and 422. 
The device is used in biopsy (Col. 6, lines 1 1 - et seq.).
